Foreign Corporations Must Pay 
on Notes and Accounts 


—__ -- 


Comptroller General Notifies All Tax 
Collectors That Notes and Ac- 
counts of Outside Corpora- 
tions Having Agents in 
Georgia Are Subject 
to Taxation. 


Following up the decision of the su- 
preme court in the case of the Armour 
Packing Company against the sheriff 
of Richmond county, Comptroller Gen- 
eral Willam A. Wright is sending out 
notice to the tax receivers and tax col- 
lectors al over the estate notifying them 
that the notes and accounts of foreign 
corporations doing business in the state 
through agents resident here are taxa- 
ble in the counties in which such agents 
' reside, and that taxes upon them must 
be collected. , 

The eupreme court held in the for- 
going case that the notes and open ac 
counts of the Armour packing agency 
in Augusta were returnable for state 
and county taxés in Richmond county, 
despite the claim of the company that 
ail such notes were forwarded at once 
to the headquarters of the company in 
Kansas City, Mo, and that the money | 
collected on open accounts was also at 
once tranemitted there. 

This decision applies to all outside cor- 
porations which do business in Georgia 
througn agents residing in the state. 
The agents must, under this decision, 
return all such notes and open accounts | 
for taxation. y Under the decision, of 
course, municipal! taxes may also be 
collected, since municipalities collect 
taxes on all properiy subject to state 
taxation.

Many Bills and Resolutions 


Have Been Introduced, 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, D. C., December 9.—(S8pe- 
clal.)—Corporation contributions to cam- 
paign funds furnish the incentive to a 
number of bills and resolutions that have 
been introduced in both houses of oon- 
gress. 

There are among thesg resolutions of 
investigation into the campaign contribu- 
tions of the past, dDills to prevent heavy 
contributions from any sources in the fu- 
ture, and several measures whose pur- 
pose it is to make it a penal offense for 
officers or @irectors of corporations to 
use the funds of those contributions for 
political purpose, 

Senator Tillman, of South Carolina, is 
eauxious to ascertain whether there Is, 


in the reports of national] bank examin- | 


ers, any records of contributions made to 
the campaign funds of the great parties 
by nationa] banks. 

“The insurance investigations in New 
York have disclosed the methods resorted 
to by the officers of these trust organi- 
gations In supporting one or both of the 
political parties,’”’ said Senator Tillman 
today, “and now we ough to know to 
just what extent the national. banks 
have been putting up campaign money. 
I propose to find this out if there is any 
way in the world to do it.” 

Senator Tillman’s Resolution. 

In the futherance of this determination, 
Sanator Tillman has introduced two reso- 
lutions. One of these is directed at the 
comptroller of the currency, and the other 
seeking for an investigation at the hands 
of the senate committee on privileges 
and elections. The latter was, at his 


suggestion, referred to the committee on 
privileges and elections. It calls upon 
that committee “to make inquiry and 
report to the senate whether since March 
4, 1893, any payments have been made 
by any national bank or banks to any 
political committee, or to the chairman, 
treasurer, or other officer. of a political 
committee; or to carry on any political 
campaign, 
and said committee, if such payments 
have been made is directed to repom all 
the facts in detail to the senate”’ 

His resolution directed at the comp- 
troller of the currency provides thai the 
comptroller of the currency be directed 
to inform the senate: 

“t. Whether al] reports of the examina- 
tiens of the national banks made by ne 
bank examiners since March 4, 1894. 
have been preserved in his office; 

“2. iow often the regular examinations 
have been made; 

“3. Whether it is the duty of every 
hank examiner to examine the records 
and vowchers showing the expendiwires 
— all purposes of each bank visited by 

mm? 

"4. Whether it is his duty, if he finds 
that moneys have been illegully or 
wastefully expended by the bank, to state 
the facts in his report; 

“S. Whether the reports now on (file, 
made since 6aid date, show any payments 
by any hank to any political committee 
or to any chairman, treasurer or other 
officer of a politica] committee: 

“6. Whether such reports show any 
payments of the moneys of a bank to 
any person upon any voucher, or with- 
out any voucher, where the circum- 
stances of the payments suggest that the 
money pald was to be used to carry on 
@ political campaign, or for any political 
Purposes; and if any reports now on file 
show any euch payments to any political 
committee, or to the chairman, treasurer 
or other officers of a political commit- 
tea, OF any payments suggesting a use 
of money for a political campaign or any 
political purpose, such comptroller of. the 
currency is directed to report all the

The Maximum Reasonable Rate.

absolute rate of the former bill and the! 
maximum-and-minimum rates of the | 
commission’s bill, | 

With reference to the provision for re- | 
view by the courts, they contend that} 
this fs nothing more than insurance to} 
the railroads of legal protection for their | 
property rights, which they say is all 
they ask. In raply to the suggestion that 
this would lead to double Htigation, they

Court Feature the Joker. 


This court feature is, however, the one | 
over which there is bound to be the 
greatest controversy.
